EVELOPMENTS in automobiles for 1930 are coming 
thick and fast, and I am mighty pleased that I am in a 
position to let you in on a brand new development in V-eight

D*. JULIUS KLEIN, assistant secretary of commerce, 
speaking before President Hoover’s conference of big | 

business men, suggested that a careful scrutiny of relations 

between factory and dealer was something very much in 

order at the present moment. 

As a matter of fact the automobile industry has been 
doing exactly this thing for some time. There never has 
been a time when the factory and the dealer have been | 
closer, when each side was willing to listen understandingly | 
to the complaints of the other. 

We believe that factory executives today realize com- 
pletely that their dealers must be given a chance to operate 
us merchants. The dealers must not be asked to sell more 
cars than their territories reasonably indicate, because if 
they are asked to do this the door is opened to uneconomic | 
trading, which eventually destroys the value of the dealer. | 
We believe that this understanding will be translated in 1930 | 
into a production within the obvious power of our home| 
market to absorb. 

On the other side we believe that dealers generally 
appreciate the fact that the automobile factory has exactly 
two assets, territory and vehicles. It must get a reason- 
able return from these if it is to stay in profitable busi- 
ness. This means that automobile manufacturers must 

obtain as dealers men who are real merchants and must 
then do business with them on a basis that permits them 
to conduct honest merchandising operations.
